on April 23rd. Amos is charged 
with obtaining monev and nro- 
perty u nder false pretenses. Pin­

for G. H. Horrell, a partner 
of

Amos and Horrell were 
in­ 
dicted secretely by the Monroe 
Cou nty grand ju ry on 
March 
16th after Harry Orchard, secre­ 
tary of the Bloomington Bu ild­ 
ing & Loan Association, present­ 
ed ev idence of their alleged ille­ 
gal operations to Prosecu tor Ro­ 
gers. 
The two fox farm promoters 
sold fox es at $1.500 a pair 
and 
gu aranteed to deliv er two pairs 
within six m onths of the date of 
sale becau se of the fecu ndity of 
the animals, according to 
O r­ 
chard. The men in addition 
to

Presented in Bloomington, 111., the “New Oberammergau ”

Bloomington, 111., April 7—The 
greatest play in the orld, with a 
theme as old as Christianity and 
a su ccessfu l ru n of sev eral hu n­ 
dred y ears to its credit, will re­ 
open here soon. 
If Broadway wants to see this 
produ ction, Broadway will hav e 
to come to Bloomington. For, al­ 
thou gh it draws au diences from 
all parts of the world and has« 
been witnessed by u ntold thou s­ 
ands, the drama scarcely can be 
classed as a box office su ccess. It 
nev er has been a v ehicle of pro­ 
fit since the day in 1633 
when 
the v illagers of Oberammergau , 
Bav aria, made a v ow that they 
wou ld act the Passion Play ev ery 
ten y ears shou ld they be spared 
from the Black Death. 
So in Bloomington the specta­ 
cle is considered only a religiou s 
rite, presented 
rev erently 
and 
withou t any idea of financial 
gain. 
Fifth Annu al Performance 
The series of performances in 
April and May will mark the 
fifth su ccessiv e season that the 
project has been carried on by 
members of the Bloomington 
Consistory . Some 
critics who 
hav e witnessed similar presenta- 
toins in Eu rope 
and America 
hav e pronou nced this the great­ 
est of all Passion Play s. Frederick 
Hitch, who play s the 
role of 
Christ, has not the fame of An­ 
ton Lang, the famou s Bav arian 
actor; nor is the cast as large as 
the one su pporting Lang. 
Bu t 
modern artistry of stage set­ 
tings and 
costu mes, together 
with American electrical magic 
in lighting effects, is said to giv e 
this v ersion an adv antage ov er 
all the others. 
The man who made this city 
the Oberammergau of America is 
Delmar D. Darrah, for 20 y ears 
professor of dramatic art at Il­ 
linois Wesley an Univ ersity . Be­ 


fore he organized and lau nched 
the Passion Play here he a t­ 
tended the Bav arian performan­ 
ces and condu cted research in 
Biblical art and history . He made 
changes which, 
althou gh they 
were a departu re from the long- 
established order, were designed 
to bring ou t more sharply the 
lessons to be gained from the 
story of Christ. 
Members of the cast, chosen 


from the Consistory for the first 
performance fiv e y ears ago, still 
play the same roles. Frederick 
Hitch is a local merchant, u n­ 
trained in stage art, y et 
his 
idealistic conception of the liv ing 
Christ has won him many a fa­ 
v orable comparison 
with the 
great Lang. 
25 0 Persons In Cast 
As for the play itself, there are 
5 0 different scenes, nearly 1000 


pieces of scenery , and a cast of 
25 0 persons. When the Passion 
Play was giv en in the fifteenth 
centu ry , the action sometimes 
lasted as long as sev en day s. It 
now is bu t three and a half 
hou rs, bu t that withou t any in­ 
termission. More than $100,000 
has been spent on scenic and el­ 
ectrical effects alone. 
The incident in which Christ 
walks u pon the water to the fish­ 


ing boat and then still the tem ­ 
pest is said to be a marv el of 
technical perfection and stage 
craft. The 9 0-foot stage of the 
new Consistory temple permits 
the presentation of su ch impres­ 
siv e scenes with a magnitu de not 
y et reached in any other specta­ 
cle. 
A 
realistic Palestine at the 
time of Christ is portray ed. Dov ­ 
es flu tter abou t the temple of 
the Pharisees; sheep and don­ 
key s are led along the highway s 
and ov er the hills. At the gates 
of Jeru salem is witnessed the 
healing of the sick and blind. 
And throu gh it all mov es 
the 
gentle-v oiced Sav ior, teaching, 
performing 
miracles, winning 
the faith of the people. 
“Not An Entertainm ent” 
Becau se of the dramatic 
in­ 
tensity of the play , nerv ou s and 
highly ex citable persons, as well 
as those who are in ill health, 
hav o-been asked to remain away . 
The point is stressed that the 
Passion Play is not an entertain­ 
ment. It is a scriptu ral v isu aliza­ 
tion of the life and works of Jes­ 
u s Christ, staged with the great­ 
est possible rev erence and > fidel­ 
ity to the words of the Bible. 
The mu sical accompaniment of 
the spectacle has been so ar­ 
ranged that each selection is in­ 
terpretativ e, bearing directly u p­ 
on the scene du ring which it is 
su ng. Some of the selections are 
from the great oratorios and are 
highly dramatic, especially du r­ 
ing the great trial scenes. Two 
choirs of 5 0 v oices each will sing 
throu ghou t each performance. 
The total nu mber of v isitors 
to the Oberammergau of Amer­ 
ica is ex pected to reach 100,000 
this y ear. Special trains 
will 
bring pilgrims from nearly ev ery 
middle-western state and nearly 
ev ery seat for the entire series of 
performances has been reserv ed.

WHEN PREPAREDNESS IS NEEDED 
Rushville and m any other sim ilar cities in 
the middlewest should be prepared to offset the 
inrush of criminals into these smaller communi­ 
ties which is almost sure to result, due the war 
being waged on them in Chicago. 
W ith the recent 
bombing and 
trouble in 
Chicago, some of the greatest crim inals in that 
city are being driven out, and they are tak ing 
up their abode in smaller places until the tide 
lessens in their home city . 
The same 
thing is true in 
Indianapolis, 
where many of these criminals have lied. 
T hat 
city is also k eeping close 
watch 
and running 
down suspects, with an ever increasing number 
of robberies reported daily . 
- 
There is no telling 
when such 
criminals 
are going to tak e refuge in the smaller cities— 
especially at night. 
Rushville this y ear has ex­ 
perienced more 
robberies of this 
nature, and 
other parts of the county have suffered, clue al­ 
ready , no doubt, lo the condition of affairs in the 
larger cities. 
Milroy and Manilla are examples 
of such robberies in this county during the pres­ 
ent week . 
At some hours of the night there is only one 
police officer on duty in Rushville. 
Until the 
present crime wave has abated the city should 
be better protected, and not left to the mercy of 
any invading band tha t m ight appear. One of­ 
ficer would be foolish to risk his life against an 
unk nown num ber of bandits, y eggmen or high­ 
way men. 
Such an invasion may never come here, but 
reports from all over Indiana daily show that the 
smaller cities are now being used as targets by 
criminals, and it is by far much better to be pre­ 
pared and not have use for the re-inforcem ents, 
than to be caught unprepared. 


AN OPTIMISTIC VIEW AHEAD 
If there is any such thing as unemploy ment 
of labor in Rushville, it will be only the m atter 
of a short time when labor will be in great de­ 
m and all over the city . 
Construction 
contracts that will 
total a 
quarter of a million dollars should relieve these 
conditions, and such a program is outlined in 
this city for the approaching season. 
W ith three paving contracts already aw ard­ 
ed, there will be a big demand for this ty pe of 
labor. 
The city 
council has 
decided to pave 
Cherry street, which will mak e a fourth paving 
contract. 
In this connection there arc similar contracts 
for curbs and gutters. 
Then there are five sew­ 
er contracts which have been awarded, so that 
the laboring m an situation in Rushville will be 
more than tak en care of. 
There does not seem 
to exist now any unemploy ment, which indicates 
tha t it wrill be necessary for most of the con­ 
tractors to seek elsewhere for work men. 
In the building trades line, the government 
will soon advertise for bids on a $100,000 project 
for the construction of a postoffice building, and 
this will open up channels in still another line 
of employ ment. 
Indications are that a library will be built 
this summer, which, if this plan goes through, 


would add still further. 
Many new homes and 
other improvements are 
being considered, so 
that when one look s into the future this summer, 
there is a most optimistic feeling indicated. 


INDIANA’S LOST LAW 
W hat has become of the one thousand copies 
of the Militia Law of 1817-18, ordered printed by 
the second General Assembly of the State of In­ 
diana? This law was passed and approved Ja n­ 
uary 28, 1818, but until recently it was generally 
supposed that it had not been printed. 
The Historical Bureau at the State House is 
now7 compiling for publication a complete check ­ 
list of Indiana laws. 
The only trace it has been 
able to find of the Militia Law of 1817-18 is a 
badly m utilated copy in the State Library with 
the title page and other parts missing. 
There is 
no copy in the War Departm ent, the State de­ 
partm ent, nor the Library of Congress at W ash­ 
ington, nor in any of the well-k nown collections 
of state laws. 
Apparently it is even rarer than 
the laws passed by the Governor and Judges of 
the Northwest Territory from 178# to 1800, the 
laws passed at the first sessions of the Indiana 
Territorial Assembly in 1805 and 1806, or 
the 
laws for Louisiana Territory passed by the Gov­ 
ernor and Judges of Indiana Territory during the 
period 1803-05, when Vincennes was the capi­ 
tal of Louisiana Territory —which itoms up to 
this time have been the choice editions of Indi­ 
ana Laws for which collectors have been seek ing. 
The Militia Law of 1817-18 was bound with 
the Joint Resolution of the House 
and Senate 
providing for the separate printing of 1,000 copies, 
and with certain U. S. army rules and regulations 
for the field exercises and maneuvers of infan­ 
try . 
Every office in the state militia was entitled 
to a coup. Doubtless some courthouse, some a t­ 
tic, some old library , or somebody ’s box of old 
book s contains a perfect copy which has lain un­ 
noticed for perhaps a hundred y ears. It will be 
interesting to see if one is found.

Amos is charged 
with obtaining nionev and oro- 
perty under false pretenses. Pin- 
kerton detectives \'-ho arrested 
£mos at Urbana are searching 
for G. H. Horrell, a partner 
of

Amos and Horrell were 
in- 


dicted secretely by the Monroe 
Coxmty grand jury on 
March 


16th after Harry Orchard, secre- 
tary of the Bloomington Build- 
ing & Loan Association, present- 
ed evidence of their alleged ille- 
gal operations to Prosecutor Ro- 
gers.

The townships turned in a list of 
twenty-five cases, there being 
two scarlet fevers, one diptheria, 
eleven measles and two mumps. 


The births and deaths as tab- 


ulated at Dr. Wooden's office 
shows that the stork more than 
held its own with the grim 
reaper, there being twenty-six 
births and fourteen deaths, in 
the entire county. In Rushville 
there were eleven births and 
four deaths. The townships lead 
the city in both births and 
deaths, there being fifteen of the 
former and ten of the latter. 


At the end of each three 


months the county health com- 
missioner compiled a report of 
all marriages during that time. 
There were only twenty six mar- 
riages in the last three/ months 
m the entire county.

FINDS A HOME IN AMERICA

For Fifth Successive Season Greatest 


Presented in Bloomington, 111., the 


Bloomington, 111., April 7—The 


greatest play in the orld, with a 
theme as old as Christianity and 
a successful run of several hun- 
dred years to its credit, will re- 
open here soon. 


If Broadway wants to see this 


production, Broadway will have 
to come to Bloomington. For, al- 
though it draws audiences from 
all parts of the world and has 
been witnessed by untold thous- 
ands, the drama scarcely can be 
classed as a box office success. It 
never has been a vehicle of pro- 
fit since the day in 1633 when 
the villagers of Oberammergau, 
Bavaria, made a vow that they 
would act the Passion Play every 
ten years should they be spared 
from the Black Death. 


So in Bloomington the specta- 


cle is considered only a religious 
rite, presented reverently and 
without any idea of financial 
gain. 


Fifth Annual Performance 
The series of performances in 


April and May will mark the 
fifth successive season that the 
project has been carried on by 
members of the Bloomington 
Consistory. Some 
critics who 


have witnessed similar presenta- 
toins in Europe and America 
have pronounced this the great- 
est of all Passion Plays. Frederick 
Hitch, who plays the 
role of 


Christ, has not the fame of An- 
ton Lang, the famous Bavarian 
actor; nor is the cast as large as . fore he organized and launched 
the one supporting Lang. But 
modern artistry of stage set- 
tings and 
costumes, together 


with American electrical magic 


of Religious Spectacles Is 
"New Oberammergau" 


in lighting effects, is said to give 
this version an advantage over 
all the others. 
The man who made this city 


the Oberammergau of America is 
Delmar D. Darrah, for 20 years 
professor of dramatic art at Il- 
linois Wesleyan University. Be- 


the Passion Play here he at- 
tended the Bavarian performan- 
ces and conducted research in 
Biblical art and history. He made 
changes which, although they 
were a departure from the long- 
established order, were designed 
to bring out more sharply 
the 


lessons to be gained from the 
story of Christ. 


Members of the cast, chosen 


from the Consistory for the first 
performance five years ago, still 
play the same roles. Frederick 
Hitch is a local merchant, un- 
trained in stage art, yet his 
idealistic conception of the living 
Christ has won him many a fa- 
vorable comparison 
with the 


great Lang. 


250 Persons In Cast 


As for the play itself, there are 


50 different scenes, nearly 1000 


pieces of scenery, and a cast of 
250 persons. When the Passion 
Play was given in the fifteenth 
century, the action sometimes 
lasted as long as seven days. It 
now is but three and a half 
hours, but that without any in- 
termission. More than $100,000 
has been spent on scenic and el- 
ectrical effects alone. 


The incident in which Christ 


walks upon the water to the fish- 


ing boat and then still the tem- 
pest is said to be a marvel of 
technical perfection and stage 
craft. The 90-foot stage of the 
new Consistory temple permits 
the presentation of such impres- 
sive scenes with a magnitude not 
yet reached in any other specta- 
cle. 


A realistic Palestine at the 


time of Christ is portrayed. Dov- 
es flutter about the temple of 
the Pharisees ;~sheep and don- 
keys are led along the highways 
and over the hills. At the.gates 
of- Jerusalem 
is witnessed 
the 


healing of the sick and blind. 
And through it all moves the 
gentle-voiced Savior, teaching, 
performing 
miracles, winning 


the faith of the people. 


"Not An Entertainment" 


Because of the dramatic in- i 
tensity of the play, nervous and 
highly excitable persons, as well 
as those who are in ill health, 
hava-been asked to remain away. 
The point is stressed that the 
Passion Play is not an entertain- 
ment. It is a scriptural visualiza- 
tion of the life and works of Jes- 
us Christ, staged with the great- 
est possible reverence and > fidel- 
ity to the words of the Bible. 


The musical accompaniment of 


the spectacle has been so ar- 
ranged that each selection is in- 
terpretative, bearing directly up- 
on the scene during which it is 
sung. Some of the selections are 
from the great oratorios and are 
highly dramatic, especially dur- 
ing the great trial scenes. Two 
choirs of 50 voices each will sing 
throughout each performance. 


The total number of visitors 


to the Oberammergau of Amer- 
ica is expected to reach 100,000 
this year. Special trains will 
bring pilgrims from nearly every 
middle-western state and nearly 
every seat for the entire series of 
performances has been reserved.

INDIANA'S LOST LAW 


What has become of the one thousand copies 


of the Militia Law of 1817-18, ordered printed by 
the second General Assembly of the State of In- 
diana? Tliis law was passed and approved; Jan- 
uary 28, 1818, but until recently it was generally 
supposed that it had not been printed. 


The Historical Bureau at the State House is 


now compiling for publication a complete check- 
list of Indiana laws. The only trace it has been 
able to find of the Militia Law of 1817-18 is a 
badly mutilated copy in the State Library with 
the title page and other parts missing. There is 
110 copy in the War Department, the State de- 
partment, nor the Library of Congress at Wash- 
ington nor in any of the well-known collections

the Northwest Territory from 178ff to 1800, the 
laws passed at the first sessions of the Indiana

period 1803-05, when Vincennes was the capi- 
tal of Louisiana Territory—which items up to 
this time have been the choice editions of Indi- 
ana Laws for which collectors have been seeking. 


The Militia Law of 1817-18 was bound /with 


the Joint Resolution of the House and Senate 
providing for the separate printing of 1,000 copies, 
and with certain U. S. army rules and regulations 
for the field exercises and maneuvers of infan- 
try. Every office in the state militia was entitled 
to a coup. Doubtless some courthouse, some at- 
tic, some old library, or somebody's box of old 
books contains a perfect copy which has lain un- 
noticed for perhaps a hundred years. It will be 
interesting to see if one is found.
